This  program  is  not  to  make  an  individual  profitable  but  is 
designed  to  sell  our  product.  He  also  stated  that  the  exports 
are  not  down  as  much  as  was  believed. 

Pricilla  Sharp,  from  the  Colorado  Cattlewomen,  said  that  everyone 
should  support  the  check-off  as  it  would  support  the  cattlemen. 
Marilyn  Weber,  Southeast  Colorado  Cattlewomen,  gave  the  group 
an  overview  of  that  organizations  activities  throughout  the  past 
year.  Kimmi  Lewis  of  Arkansas  Valley  Cattlewomen  reported  that 
they  have  brand  napkins  for  sell.  They  are  200  for  $15.00. 

Fred  Hefley  representing  the  Colo.  Ground  Water  Commission  reported 
on  their  different  issues. 

Doyle  Davidson  of  the  Colorado  Boys  Ranch  thanked  all  the 
cattlemen,  cattlewomen,  and  junior  cattlemen  for  their  support 
of  the  ranch.  There  are  66  boys  from  12  states  at  the  ranch 
with  20%  being  from  Colorado. 

Keith  Lewis,  President  of  the  Southeast  Colo.  Junior  Cattlemen, 
reported  on  the  new  officers  of  the  Juniors  and  on  planned 
activities  for  the  coming  year. 

Miles  Davies,  CCA  past  president,  and  Pam  Gray  of  CCA  membership 
were  in  attendance. 

Bill  Means  representing  the  state  brad  board  reported  on  the  changes 
that  will  be  taking  place  July  1,  1998.  There  will  be  a $10.00 

minimum  charge  for  up  to  25  head.  There  is  a statute  change  on 
abandoned  brands,  being  after  5 years  they  will  be  reseached 
then  put  up  for  public  action. 

Mel  Depra , DOW  officer,  reported  there  are  2 new  officers  in 
our  area.  There  is  one  in  Two  Buttes  and  the  other  one  in  Kim. 

Kimmi  Lewis,  CCA  Game  & Fish  steering  committee,  reported  that 
bill  HB  1291  was  dead.  She  also  reported  on  bill  HB  1397,  that 
at  the  present  time  the  first  15%  of  licenses  go  to  the  landowner. 
The  new  bill  will  be  set  at  50%  to  the  landowner. 


Russell..  Rosier,  USDA  wildlife  service,  reported  on  the  aerial 
hunting  of  coyotes.  Presently  involved  in  the  program  are  the 
following  counties:  Bent,  Otero,  Crowley,  Baca  for  three  months, 
and  Las  Animas  and  Pueblo  for  six  months. 

Being  no  further  reports  to  be  given.  President  Milton  Rink  called 
the  business  meeting  to  order. 

Kerry  Hartshorn  made  a motion  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting.  Seconded  by  Bill  Gray.  Motion  carried.

The  Bent-Prowers  Endowment  Trust  Report  was  given,  Corwin  Brown 
moved  and  Ross  Neilsen  seconded  that  we  accept  the  Endowment 
Trust  report.  Motion  carried. 

Kimmi  Lewis  moved  that  we  accept  resolutions  1 & 2 and  submit  them 
to  CCA.  Karren  Turner  seconded  the  motion.  Motion  carried.
